G>S.R. No. 162(E)/E*. Com. /Sugar. —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause 5 of the Sugar (Control) Order, 1966, and In partial modification of this 
Department’s Order No. GSR/12Jl/Ess. Com./Sugar dated 30-8-1971, the Central 
Government hereby directs that no recognised dealer shall keep in stock at any 
time khandsari (open pan sugar) in excess of 5,000 (Five thousand) quintals. 

Explanation.—For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the stock- 
limits for vacuum pan sugar shall continue to be the same as specified m this 
Department’s Order No. GSR/1251/Ess. Com./Sugar dated tbe 30tb August, 
1971 as amended from time to time.
